The disturbance, in 
reality, occurred at Adana, which is 
about 35 miles from Mersina. Only 
ten Armenians were killed. Martial 
law bas been proclaimed there, and 
reinforcements of troops are being 
dispatched from Beirut. 

The report that Mahmoud Mukhtar 
Pasha has filed to Saloniki has been 
confirmed. It is stated Ahmed Riza, 
the former president of the chamber, 
has taken refuge in the French em- 
bassy, and that Hussein Jahid, editor- 
in chief of The Tanin, has fled abroad. 
There is no trace of the other mem- 
bers of the committee. 

The number of casualties during the 
disturbances of the last few days not 
been definitely ascertained, but is be- 
lieved to be comparatively small. It 
is alleged that many officers, disguised 
as privates, participated in the move- 
ment, and this tends to confirm the 
assertion that the mutiny was directed 
exclusively against those officers of the 
army who were members of the com- 
mittee of union and progress. 

Young Turks Deected. 

A strange but significant session of

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TARIFF REVISION 
FOR PHILIPPINES 


Urged by Taft in Message 


‘ 


to Congress. 
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President Wants Such Revision 
as Will Give the Islands Pro- 
tection and at Same Time 
Allow Collection of Ample 
Revenue.

16.—The president 
sent to congress a special mes- 


the isiands and at the same time to ex- 
tend to the islands the principle of a 
protective tariff for ite industries. Un- 
der the conditions which will arise from 
the enactment ‘of the tariff bill pending 
in congress, which provides under cer- 
tain conditions for free trade between 
the Philippines and the United States, 
the revenues of the island will be con- 
siderably affected, and numerous pro- 
tests have been received here on this 
account. 

‘the message was submitted to both 
houses of congress shortly after they 


“+ convened. 


Generally speaking, the bill submitted 
by the president makes a slight in- 
crease in the ratesof duty now provided 
in the Philippine tariff bill, but its 
framers say its tendency is to insure, 
\as far as practicable, the benefit of the 
Philippine market for American manu- 
{factures and products. 

Message of the Presideht. 

The president’s message follows: 

“To the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives: 1 transmit herewith a com- 
munication from the secretary of war, 
inclosing one from the chief of the bu- 
reau of insular affairs, in which is 
transmitted a proposed tariff revision 
for the Philippine dslands. 

“This measure reverses the present 
Philippine tariff, simplifies it and makes 
it conform as nearly as possible to the 
regulations of the customs laws of the 
United States, especially with respect to 
packing and packages. The present 
Philippine regulations have been ‘cum- 
bersome and difficult for American Mmer- 
chants and exporters to comply with. 
its purpose is to meet the new condi- 
tions that will arise under the section 
of the pending United States ta@riff bill, 
which provides, witif certain limitations, 
for free trade between the United States 
and the islands. It is drawn with a view 
to preserving the islands as much cus- 
toms revenue as possible, and to pro- 
tect in a reasonable measure those in- 
dustries which now exist in the islands. 

‘The bill now transmitted has been 
drawn by a board of tariff experts, of 
which the insular collector of customs, 
Colonel George R. Colton, was the pres!- 
dent. The board held a great many 
open meetings in Manila and conferred 
fully with representatives of all busi- 
ness interests in the Philippine islands. 
It is of great importance to the welfare 
of the islands that the bill should be 
passed at the same time with the pend- 
ing Payne bill, with special reference 
to the provisions of which it was pre- 
pared. 

“I respectfully recommend that this 
bill be enacted at the present session of 
congress as one incidental to and re- 
quired by the passage of the Payne bill.

HOLD THEIR OWN COURT 
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With a prisoner acting as judge, an- 
other prisoner as prosecuting attorney, 
another as sheriff, and still another as 
defendant, the most unique trial in the 
history of the state was held on jast 
Tuesday morning at sunrise in the Ful- 
ton county jail.

Dr. Willis Westmore- 
land passed at the completion of his 
address on “‘Where to Go to Be Treat- 
ed, and Value of Education.” 

“It was a day full of work and inter- 
est to those in charge of the exhibi- 
tion. which closed with Dr. Westmore- 
land’s lecture. From the opening hour, 
10 o'clock, the auditorium was 
thronged as it has never been since 
the imitial day. 

In the evening Governor Northen pre- 
sided, and introduced Dr. Willis West- 
moreland. Dr. Westmoreland had for 
his subject the value of educating 
the people as to tuberculosis. Dr. 
Westmoreland informed his audience 
that he would talk to them ag a lay- 
man, and not as a professional man, 
and went direct to his subject. So 
plain and intelligible were his. re- 
marks and illustrations that there was 
not a child present who could not ap- 
preciate and understand the informa- 
tion he was trying to impart. He told 
of the discovery of the germ a quarter 
of a century ago by an eminent Ger- 
man physician, and declared that his 
reve'ations, then so astounding, had 
been fully and emphatically verified 
in every sense of the word. He assert- 
cd the ever presence of the germ of 
the disease, but declared that it was 
susceptible of treatment and of cure, 
rather death to the germ in nearly 
every instance. He described the for- 
mation of the lungs — other portions 
of the body. bringing*the cells forma- 
tion to an easy understanding of all. 
He said that plenty of light and air 
were essential to a successful treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, and denied that 
it was necessary for one to seeka 
high, dry climate when the presence 
of the disease was actually discovered. 
On the contrary, Dr. Westmoreland de- 
clared it were better for one to remain 
right at home, where the trouble be- 
gan. He spoke of sanitariums being 
the healthiest place imaginable in con- 
sidering tuberculosis, and said that 
the diseuse when properly understood, 
could easily be eradicated. He de- 
clared that there were maladies harder 
to handle than tuberculosis. .The doc- 
tor satisfied all who heard him that

Presentation of a handsome loving cup by the local committees of the 
Conference for Education in the South to Hon. Robert C. Ogden, “in 
token,” as its inscription states, “of affectionate recognition of the years of 
personal service by means of which the educational activities of the southern 
states have been organized, systematized and developed,” was a peculiarly 
appropriate incident of the twelfth annual conference, now in session in 
Atlanta. 

Mr. Ogden’s has been a distinguished and valuable service, because he 

knew how. 
As president of the Conference for Education in the South for the last 
nine years and leader in the Southern and General Education Boards, which 
are the products of this conference, Mr. Ogden has performed a national 
service in the interests of education which will command historical recog- 
nition. 

Entering the conference in its third session, in 1900, Mr. Ogden, a New 
York merchant of ability and success, and, moreover, a practical, business- 
like philanthropist, was chosen its president, a position its membership, in 
recurring annual gatherings, has insisted upon his retaining. 

Mr. Ogden entered upon this work, naturally, with certain  precon- 
ceived notions, the result of study of educational problems and such ob- 
servation as he had had, in a more or less limited way, opportunity to 
make. 

But entering the broader field of work, with achievement as his purpose, 
Mr. Ogden set about, regardless of the views he then entertained, finding 
methods which would yield substantial achievement. 

It is the spirit in which he has undertaken the work, without which, 
even with ability, there could have been small attainment, that has brought 
results and gives still greater promise for the future. : 

Mr. Ogden’s great service has been in bringing about a better under- 
standing throughout the north of conditions in the south, which he has been 
able to do because he approached the question in broad and liberal spirit. 

As a student of conditions, without prejudice, his investigations have 
resulted in allaying prejudice based on misconception and misinformation. 
His work, therefore, in guiding the efforts of the conference and the 
education boards, has been the product of undoubted genius, for he has 
given it that direction in which only were definite and substantial results 
attainable. 

It is not necessary to go into a history of the conference or the educa- 

tion’ boards which have grown out of it. The direction of their efforts and 
their progress is familiar history. It is significant that their attainments 
and their purposes, with whatever doubt they may have been viewed in 
the beginning, are today receiving the commendation and support of the 
foremost educators in the south, as wel] as of all those of broad and liberal 
views throughout the north and east. 
Thus, in unity of effort and harmony of purpose, has the great work 
of the conference and these boards been nationalized, an achievement in 
keeping with the spirit of the day, which is manifesting itself in almost 
every public function. 

And this has been, in great measure, the achievement of Robert C. 
Ogden, who has attained that- which would have been impossible in men of 
less breadth and liberality of view, or who, even with undoubted ability, 
would still have failed unless they could have shed every vestige of prej- 
udice and stood ready to accept and act upon the real conditions as they 
found them. 

So Mr. Ogden’s work in behalf of educatioon has attained wide national 
importance, and not only the south, but the entire courftry, is in his debt. 
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BONDS FOR GOOD ROADS. 


When a county makes use of the facilities afforded it for good roads con- 
struction, paying the necessary routine expenses from taxation, that’s 
DUTY. 

But when a county votes a bond issue to build good roads, to get a 
start that will put it in the front rank, and to which it can, with tho facil- 
ities at hand, make rapid additions and improvements, that’s PROGRESS. 

Worth county, by no means one of the largest or wealthiest in the state, 
has already classified itself in the former category, and is now considering 
taking the bigger, broader and more forward step. 

A $100,000 bond issue to build good roads and get a start that will mean 
something in the direction of definite and progressive achievement is pro- 
posed in Worth, and is evidently under enthusiastic consideration. Discuss- 
ing the proposal The Worth County Local says: 


We are receiving a lot of encouragement on our good roads proposition, 
and if the encouragement is sufficient to warrant it we will circulate a petition 
requesting the ordinary to call an election to vote on the issuance of bonds 
for the purpose of putting the roads in first-class condition, or at.least to 
build a hundred miles of permanent road in the county. 

There is no question that if a hundred miles of good macadam roads were 
built in the county it would enhance the value of the real estate more than the 
cost of the roads, not to mention the great convenience of our citizens. 

Did you know that an issue of a hundred thousand of bonds would only 
make a nominal increase of the tax to pay the interest? A man paying taxes 
on two thousand dollars of property would not have to pay as much as a dollar 
a year increased taxes on account of the interest charge.

roads, and then the commissioners, with their present facilities, could hope 
3 cope — the situation, and in a. few years have first-class roads all over 
the county. . 

It is worth your earnest thought and efforts. 


There is something in this argument, not only for Worth, but for other 
counties of the state, seriously to think about. 

A hundred thousand dollars’ worth of good roads will add at least a 
million dollars to the county’s tax values. 

Taxes upon that increase, at 1 per cent, would not only pay the interest 
on the bonds, but create a sinking fund which would pay off the indebt- 
edness in less than twenty years, without additional expenses upon present 
property owners, at prevailing values. 

There is something here worth the “earnest thought and effort” of every 
county in the state. 

Many Georgia counties are now doing their duty in the direction of good 
roads building, but in how many of them is the leaven of progress at work 
as it is in Worth? 

The investment in good roads will pay too big dividends to justify any 
county in overlooking the splendid opportunity which is now afforded 
them all.

\ Mal AM ut come together, show how closely he 
ued VEER LA apprehends the situation he is dealing 

with: “Therefore, the executive, in 
recognizing the negro race for ap- 
pointments, must exercise a careful 
discretion not thereby to do it more 
harm than good. On the other hand, 
we must be careful not to encourage 
the mere pretense of race feeling man- 
ufactured in the interest of individual 
political ambition.” We would add, “oj 
of party,” but here, surely, is a 
pilot who sees both the Scylla and the 
Charybdis between which he must 
steer. 

We are not sure that he does not 
understand the suffrage question fully 
as well as he does this of appoint- 
iments. “So long,” he declares, “as the 
statutes of the states meet the test of 
this amendment (the fifteenth) and are 
not otherwise in conflict with the con- 
stitution and laws of the United 
States, it is not the disposition or 
within the province of the federal gov- 
ernment to interfere wtih the regula- 
tion by the southern states of their 
domestic affairs.” Not only is this 
right, but it was also wise to say it. 
Yet what a progress # marks from 
the Lodge force bill, which the repub- 
licans had to defend in the campaign 
of 1892: 

The only fear we would express is 
that in two respects the president may 
be a trifle too optimistic. He holds 
that if nothing is done to excite the 
race prejudice, a better feeling toward 
the negroes will continue to grow 
among the southern white peoplé, and 
adds: “The exercise of the political 
franchise by those of his (the negro's) 
race who are intelligent and well-to-do 
will be acquiesced in, and the right to 
vote will be withheld only from the ig- 
norant and irresponsible of both 
races.” We agree with the president 
(and with Principal Washington) that 
this acquiescence, when it comes, wili 
not come by any forcing from without 
But we fear it will come more slowly 
than the president hopes. It wouid 
come all the sooner if the south had 
no reconstruction regime and no force 
bills to remember. 

We fear, also, on the other hand, 
that the president may be putting the 
cheerful view a bit too strongly when, 
after pointing out that laws restricting 
the suffrage can be made—as, in fact, 
they have been made—to square wtih 
the constitution, he says, “The danger 
of the control of an ignorant electorate 
has therefore passed away.”

Dr. Lee’s . Address. 


Editor Constitution: That the mag- 
nificent address delivered by Dr. James 
W. Lee at Trinity Sunday night, and in 
Monday's Constitution marks an’ epoch, 
I believe.

What a showing Dr. Lee gives us of 
those who for the past fifty years have 
peen the lhaders in our government. 
Will tt ever be any better? Not if the 
present jug-handled system i& car- 
ried on. 

Now, then, let everyone who hae the 
good of the south at heart strike out, 
climbing over any insular provincialism,

the whites as ten to one, even at fif- 
teen to one; and they have enough 
males of voting age, who can read and 
write, to outvote the whites. Southern 
people, hold, therefore, that so long as 
the negroes stand solid in politics, and 
low white men can be found to play 
the part of the carpetbaggers and scal- 
awags of reconstruction times, there 
is still danger in such quarters of.the 
recurrence of the conditions of those 
times. They argue, therefore, that the 
negroes must divide before the whites 
can; and they further point out that 
the mere ability to read and write, 
which can be acquired in a few 
months, does not endow the negro 
with that capacity for self-government 
which the white man has acquired by 
centuries of experience. 

But what is this doubt—this shadow 
as of a single cloud—to the darknéss 
that lay so long over the entire 
south? No American of ripe years, 
who loves his whole country, but has 
shared that gloom. Is there any who 
is not now cheered with the brighten- 
ing of the landscape? Were Abraham 
Lincoln alive today, his heart would 
surely be gladdened because his 
countrymen, north and south, seem at 
last fully entered upon the way of un- 
derstanding and good-will and mental 
forbearance in which he strove to set 
their feet.

I believe if the matter was properly 
presented on the floor of con- 
gress we could get a bill pass- 
ed that would provide that all 
sums paid by the south to. her 
old soldiers should be duplicated by the 
general government, to be poured into 
each state school fund.

“On the other hand, here in America 
we enjoy the best trade in the world. 
We have the highest state of civiliza- 
tion and the highest paid labor. Now, it 
is a question whether we will manu- 
facture the merchandise here, employ 
the labor, continue to promote immi- 
gration to this country, increase our 
population,’ maintain our superior 
standard of wages. as compared with 
the pauper wages of the old world and 
do the work here under a protective 
tariff, or, on the other hand, permit our 
laborers to return to their old homes 
and reduce our population under a 
lower, tariff or free trade policy. 

“So far as the two great political 
parties are concerned, it would seem 
that their economic principles ought to 
be transposed. The rank and file of the 
democratic party is composed largely 
of the wage-earners and the less well- 
to-do, who certainly ve the greatest 
interest in the maint@nance of a pro- 
tective tariff and consequently a high 
standard of wage compensation. 

“This popular talk about the Amer- 
ican workman being generally superior 
to the foreign is mostly nonsense. The 
mill hands in countries like Germany 
and France and other countries are 
fully equal in every way to ours, if 
not in many ways superior, having 
been generally brought up to their oc- 
cupations from youth and trained in 
trade schools, which are encouraged by 
the governments far more than in this 
country. 

“The tariff? should be higher on the 
high-grade merchandise of the charac- 
ter which is manufactured in our do- 
mestic mills, but which has to meet 
foreign competition—such merchandise 
as finds its market exclusively among 
the wealthy. If we are to have a tariff 
reduction, I would reduce the tariff 
upon classes of goods tn which the im- 
portations are aiready large. 

“T would take each class of merchan- 
dise separately, and where there is a 
maximum importation I would reduce 
the tariff on that class of imports. 
Where there is a minimum importa~ 
tion, or very little, I would Increase 
the tariff. If the merchandise is man- 
ufactured here, home competition alone 
will naturally reduce the prices.

RURAL LIFE 


GIFFORD PINCHOT PLEADS 


One of the bright features of last 
night’s session of the’ Conference for 
Education in the South was the ad- 
dress of Gifford Pinchot, chief of th- 
United States forestry service. His ad- 
Gress in part was as follows: 

The progress made by the United 


States in the past quarter century is 
more varied and more striking than 
That of any other country in any sim-

ilar period-of the world’s history. But 
the benefits of that progress have not 
been distributed evenly. ‘Nhere has been 
inequality of opportunity, which is, 
without question, one of the worst 
evils from which this nation suffers, 
and there has also been inequitable dis- 
tributiton of rewards. for work of 
equal merit and value. 

Opportunity and reward are not equal 
for all the citizens within any city, 
Or as between any two cities: and 
they are especially different as between 
the city and the open country. The 
rewards of city life have thitherto been 
considered to ibe greater than the re- 
wards of country life, not because they 
are 60 in finall reality, but principally 
because they have been better under- 
stood, and because of the better or- 
@anization of life in cities. There has 
grown up in consequence ae strong 
movement from the country to the cit 
and equally important tendency bot 
among city and country dwellers to 
minimize the advantages of life in the 
country, and to look down upon the 
occupation of the farmer. 


Not Purely a Farm Question. 


The prosperity of the open country 
ie not a farm question alone. On thw 
contrary, it is a question which affects 
every division of the mation, the city 
less directly, but scarcely less vitally 
than the country Hfe itself. 

The question of better life in the 
country is one with which both the 
fiate and the national government are 
intimately concerned. bat in which 
they :can do little more than point the 
way. The farmers themselves must 
decide. If country life is to become 
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more dignified, better thought of, with 
larger rewards in comfort, and income, 
and social advantages, it must be the 
farmer who will bring it about. Others 
can help, for this is a national prob- 
lem; but the solution itself lies essen- 
tially with the man who lives in the 
country. 

If the farmer decides that he will 
have country schools which train his 
children for life in the country, then 
&chools will arise, and the farm chil- 
dren will grow up with a cleaner zest 
in country life, a deeper knowledge of 
it, and @ better opportunity to\ succeed 
on the farm. 

If the farmer decides that he wih 
have better means of communfcation in 
the country, then more telephones anc 
better roads will come, and with them 
more rural. free delivery routes, fnd 
the parcels posts. The latter, ‘the 
farmers of the United States, already 
want and want unanimously, but they 
eo not yet seem to have decided that 
they will have it. When they do, they 


Better Farm Sanitation. 


If the farmer decides that he wil! 
have better sanitation on the farm, 
vnen the fearful tax of stricken, wasted 
lives and untimely deaths 
especially in the south, 
will be freed from one of its most se- 
rious detractions. 

Most important of all, for it includes 
all athe others, if the farmer decides 
that he will himself put an end to his 
own ftsolation and work in cooperation 
with his fellows for all the great ob- 
jects of united imterest common to 
farmers of each farming neighborhood, 
then the beginning of great things will 
have arrived. The cooperative spirit is 
the master spirit of this age, and the 
farmer has been the last to feel its 
influence, and to respond. In spite of 
the great good accomplished by the 
Farmers’ Unicon and the Grange, our 
farmers, as a whole, are largely unor- 
ganized for their own benefit. Prac- 
tically all the intetrests with which the 
farmer deals are organized and, in ef- 
fect. organized against him. Without 
onganization the farmer is helpless. It 
is another case for applying the wise 
old adage, “‘United we stand, divided 
we fall.” 

Organization among farmers means 
better farming, for many heads are bet- 
ter than one. It means better busi- 
ness, for if anything is clear in mod- 
ern business life it is that the man 
who stands alone fis at a disadvantage. 
And. most of all, it means better living 
on the farm, better soctal and educa- 
tional advantages for the farmer, his 
wife, and their children. more comfort, 
greater satisfaction and 1¢3s desire to 
leave the farm, When the things that 
make life worth living are fcund in 


greater abundance in the country than 


in the towns, as some day we shall all 
see that they are or should be found, 
then country life will take its rightful 
place. And the way to reach it is 
along the road of cooperation. 


How Government Can Help. 


It is by setting such facts as these 
plainly ‘before the farmers of the Unit- 
ed States that the state and national 
governments can best help the farmers 
themselves take the next great step to 
further their own betterment. The 
United States department of agricul- 
ture and the state agricultural colleges 
and experimental stations have estab- 
lished a broad foundation of available 
knowledge on how to farm. It is now 
time to lav more emphasis on how best 
to apply this knowledge and, above all, 
on the fundamenta farm  problém, 
which is this: How can the farmer 
and ‘this family realize the best home 
life, the best business life and the best 
social life on the farm? 

The great problem of the country Is 
not the problem of crops, but of human 
lives.

Texan Says That South 
Did the Best 
Possible.

One of the attractive events at last 
night's session of the Conference for 
Education in the South was the 
thoughtful and eloquent appeal for 
educational progress in the south made 
by Clarence Ously, president of The 
Fort Wofth Record. The address was 
not merely an appeal, however, but a 
careful and considerate discussion of 
the best interests and highest 
of the people of the south. 

In beginning, he. indicated that

southern stateS had been compelled, by 
the wreck and waste of war, to give 
one whole generation to the problem of 
meat and bread. 

“Tl would despise myself,” said he, “if 
in this presence or anywhere, out of 
passion or prejudice or maudlin senti- 
ment, I should even unwittingly fan 
to flame again the faintest spark of a 
sectionalism almost forgotten and 
wholly forgiven, thank God; but I would 
be force to confess in shame and 
humiliation an educatienal backward- 
ness and sloth amounting almost to 
crime upon the part of the south if 
I did not remind myself and you that 
not indifference, but necessity; not ‘a 
wanton truancy, but the ball and chain 
of financial and social distress, has 
hindered our progress. That is why we 
have limped while other states have 
leaped in the march of education.”’ 


What Texas Does, 


Referring to that progress which the 
south had made in education, Mr. 
Ously pointed out that his‘own State 
of Texas gave the negroes nearly a 
million dollars a year for educational 
purposes, although they contributed an 
inappreciable part of the taxes. “We 
do not murmur,” he declared, “that we 
must bear the white man’s burden, but 
we insist that the credit as well as the 
debits be entered upon the ledger.” 

Mr. Ously sketched the educational 
development of Texas, showing that 
hindrances it had encountered Were 
common to all southern states. He said 
that the limitation placed upon rural 
school taxation “was one of the cruel- 
est of reactionary statesmanshipm deem- 
ed necessary by the framers of our 
constitution of 1875 as a safeguard 
against the loot and corruption of ré- 
construction. 

In a comprehensive manner, the 
speaker outlined the progress of the 
new educational wakening which had 
taken definite form early in 1907. It 
had resulted, he said, in the establish- 
ment.of many new schools and in the 
extension of educational advantages to 
all parts of Texas. It had demonstrated, 
too, again the wisdom and generosity 
of the people in all matters of»public 
concern where they are properly in- 
formed. He indicated that im any 
southern community the cauce of pub- 
lic education “is certain to encounter 
more or less opposition on 4&ccount of 
the mistaken notion that the negro 
should not be educated, or should not 
be much educated. He should be edu- 
cated according to Ris nature, his needs 
and the destiny of the white man as 
widely as black differs from white. 

“The man who advocates or contem- 
Plates social equality is a dangerous 
zealot or a more dangerous dema- 
gogue.” However, “to strengthen the 
weak, to encourage the downcast and 
to lift up the lowly—these are the first 
concern of organized social] effort, and 
as far as they may fail within consti- 
tutional limitations they are the 
solemn duties of government.” 


Where Danger Threatens. 


After discussing the agricultural, in- 
dustrial and social advantages of 
Texas, applying his remarks so far as 
possible to other southern states, Mr. 
Ously said: 

“If any peril threatens the republic, it 
lies not among the comfortable farm- 
ers of our agricultural states, but 
among the disinterested toilers of the 
manufacturing centers. Why, up yon- 
der, where they grow so rich, it takes 
a million toilers to make one muli- 
millionaire, and a thousand million- 
aires to make one philanthropist. 
Therefore I plead for a pwblic policy 
that will promote the prosperity, the 
culture and the contentment of rural 
life, ani I sound the warning that 
therein Hes the hope of a virtuous and 
self-governing people. 

“In the old days we had lere an aris- 
tocracy of wealth and culture whose 
beauties and delights the history of the 
world had not matched.. But it was 
doomed to fall, because it rested upon 
the shoulders of human bondsmen. Let 


us rear in its stead another southern 
aristocracy consisting of the uniform 
prosperity. enlightenment, contentment 
and sovereignty of the plain people, to 
whose educated intelligence is com- 
mitted the custody of the ark of tue 
covenant of any everlasting democracy. 
Thus may we hope to justify that 
southern citizenship whicl: in the early 
day was the type of the best American- 
ism, and make it again the hope as in 
the beginning it was the strength of 
the republic of our fathers.” ~

MAKE FARMING PAY, 
SAYS DR, COULTER 


Best Way to Stop “Move- 


| 


ment Toward the 
Cities. 


In his consideration of the question 


of “Reorganization of Rural Life,’’ Dr. 
John Lee Coulter, of the University of 
Minnesota, took a somewhat pessimistic 
view of the present condition of agri- 
culture in this country. He maintained 
that it never could ‘be elevated to the 
Place it deserves among the industries 
until it is placed on a profitable basis. 
“The American frontier is a thing of 
the past,” said he; “wth its disappear- 
ance the extraordinary movement of 
masses Of people into the agricultural 
industry from all other walks of life 
came to an end. The large central force 
which caused the bulk of the movement 
was a belief that agriculture would be 
the most profitable industry. This same 
movement brought with it a carelessness 
—oOfter a neglect of detail~generally a 


_ Slipshod method of -work and of busi- 


ness. The evil results we know only 
too well. Condemnation ts folly; ‘con- 
structive policy is now demanded, 
Movement to the Cities. 

briefly sketched an- 
other movernent—a movement from the 
rural communities to the towns and 
cities. This meant the growth of cities 
and the establishment of the factory 
system. Comforts and conveniences were 
Offered in the towns that the country 
did not afford and many farmers of the 
younger generation embraced these ad- 
vantages by leaving the plantation or 
the farm. This economic movement, he 
thought, was not entirely to be con- 
demned, because by better methods of 
farming and utilization of wastes the 
modern commercial system largely had 
been brought about, and, to an extent, 
the movement toward the cities had been 
forced upon some farmers. 

The speaker strongly urged the farm- 
ers to work together for that combina- 
tion of quantity and price of their prod- 
ucts that would bring the greatest sur- 
plus, or profits, “If the quantity threat- 
ens to be too large,”” he maintained, ‘‘one 
of three things must be. decided upon. 
goods may be sold to the best ad- 
vantage at market rates. This is ruin- 
ous and must be discarded. The second 
choice: is limitation of output. This is 
little better than the first; probably 
worse. It may prewent the low price 
and waste, but does not malike any sup- 
ply available in bad seasons—does not 
relieve want and stirs up petty war- 
fare. The third is to look upon the 
product of a year’s labor, as a stock of 
goods which can be converted into a 
visible supply at will. In order that 
this third alternative may be carried 
out, intelligent sorting, grading, pack- 
ing and storing are essential. 

Great Good Would Result, 
Dr. Coulter expressed the belief that 


if this policy should be developed, all 
agriculture, as a great collection of 


branch industries, would be most profit- 
able. He admitted that it was a selfish 
ideal, but added. “The same  SsyS(eih 
could be converted into a desire to be 
of the greatest possible service, based 
upon equity, Or a fair profit of all. Then 
the @ffort would still be to save all sur- 
plus crops, never to limit output, refuse 
to sell for less than cost of production, 
plus a fair profit through economical, 
scientitic and progressive methods. 

“When once this new agriculture 
established the farmer will .no 
exploit nature, and, having done so, sel] 
the remnants and go to town. Having 
learned the science of agriculture and 
having become a business man, he will 
apply his science in a Dusiness-like way, 
and instead of existing, as is so often the 
case now, he, will live in the country 
and build his home there.’’ 


Edueation for the Farmers. 


The speaker urged the development of 
the educational system along lines that 
would be of advantage to the farmer, 
so that he might be able to acquire the 
needed scientific knowledge, and studies 
concerning the oy tan ye of economic 
laws. The educational institutions, he 
feit, ought to be prepared to respond at 
all times to calls for such information, 
whether it was to be imparted person- 
ally or sent by mail, 

“We may paint pictures of the beau- 
ties of nature for generations to come,’ 
said Dr. Coulter, in conclusion; “we may 
sing of the glorfes of freedom and fresh 
air; we may extol the possible com- 
forts of suburbam homes; we may es- 
tablish free mail service and set out 
other agencies and institutions; yes, we 
may even condemn the country people 
for swarming to qur large cities and 
tell them how happy they are in the 
country, if they only knew it; but I am 
firm in. the belief that agriculture and 
life in the open country can never be 
elevated to the place it deserves until 
it is placed upon a profitable business 
basis. Then we will find in the open 
country all of the good things which go 
to make up a truly enlightened civiliza- 
tion.”

Dr. Brown asserted that the primary 
responsibility for the conduct of educa- 
tion in thig country rests with the sev- 
eral states, and that it follows that 
“whatever the federal government may 
do for education within the states, it 
must dolby way of a reenforcement and 
furtherance of state activities, and that 
whatever any of the states may do for 
education will tbe done not onby for the 
state, but for the nation.”’ 

Federal Activities. 

Speaking of the various directions 
taken by educational activity on the 
part of the federal government he dwelt 
in particular on the policy of annual 
money grants from the national treas- 
ury to the cause~of education in the 
states. This policy, he said, has proved 
an wnqualifieg success. He declared 
that, in the first place, this policy “has 
greatly advariced the special form of 
education it was intended to encourage. 
and, in the second place, has quickened 
the sense of. responsibility in the sev- 
eral states instead of accustoming the 
eae shift responsibility in this mat- 
ter to e United States, as many feared 
they would do. 

“Since the first act for such national 
aid was fully carried into effect, in the 
year 1!900,"" he said, “the grants of the 
national government for such institu- 
tions have increaseq 29 per cent, while 
in the same time the propriations for 
the same institutions within the severa! 
states have increased 255 per cent. Any 
new provision for federal aid will be 
in the nature of an extension of the 
policy so established. and not in the 
nature of a new departure.” 

, Three Principles, 

Dr. Brown enunciated as principles 
which should guide in the discussion of 
any new proposal for such federal aid: 

(1)That the federal 


of any form of education which will be 
adequately cared for by the several 
States within a reasonable time without 
Such federal aid. 

(2) That the federal government can- 
not properly aid in the support of any 
form of education whi is not distinctly 
required for the maifitenance of some 
national interest or interests. 

(3) That, in case federal aid is ex- 
tended to any form of educaiion in 
the states, it must be extended in such 
Iranner as will /conserve “wed. not im- 
pair the generx!] system of edurcation- 
al administration in each of the states. 

“These principles rest upon that fun- 
damental requirement of our social or- 
der, in both state and nation,’ con- 
tinued Dr. Brown, “that all of its citi- 
zcns shall have a fair chance io rise 
and to share in the enjoyment of life 
and the resp:asibilties cf government 
in cue propor'ion to their native endow- 
rents. Our avernmentai system: seeks 
to equalize these educational wpportu- 
riiies throughvut the Iand. They are 
nol yet. equa‘tized. We hold that the 
detect of opportunity should, in some 
wav, Fe riade wood, tor the sake of the 
individual citizens concerned, but stil! 
more for the general welfare.’’ 


Many Denied Opportunities. 


The speaker pointed out that many 
children who noweare at an education- 
al disadvantage undoubtedly would ex- 
ercise notable and bheneficent jeader- 
ship in public affairs if they had the in- 
t*ilectual apparatus. He said we need 
to seek and foster superior talent 
wherever it may appear; this being 
particu’arly true if we are to maintain 
our bigher political ideals at their best 
estate. He added that such :nen are 
need2] not only as lealers, but as those 
who n.wusi exercise high dis:vretion in 
their choice of leaders; and that they 

e needed also in our commercial and 
rdustriai life.

Government Will Send the Mis- 
sissippi Up Mississippi 
River. 


Washington, April 15.—Gecretary of 
the Navy Meyer today announced that 
he had decided to grant the request of 
the people of the states of Mississippi, 
Loulsiana, Arkansas and Tennessee, to 
allow the battleship Mississippi to pro- 
ceed up the Mississippi river as far as 
Natchez.

Texas Senator Introduces 
Bill for That Purpose. 


He Challenges Correctness of 
Former Decision by United 
States Supreme Court—Es- 
timates Bill Will Produce 
Large Revenue.

’ Washington, April !5.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator Bailey, speaking for the senate 


demorcats, proposes to again place 
upon the statute booke an income tax. 
bill as a revenue producer. He intro- 
duced today in the senate an income 
tax provision as an amendment to the 
tariff bill. ‘ 

His democratic colleagues will united- 
ly support the measure, and a number 
of republican senators are expected to 
aid in its passage. 

What Bailey Says. 

In discussing the measure tonight, 
he said he looked for the supreme 
court of the United States to do the 
very rare thing of reversing itself on 
this legislation. He challenges the cor- 
rectness of its former ‘opinion. His 
measure does not differ materially from 
the one which the supreme court de- 
clared unconstitutional. It taxes all 
incomes over $5,000 at the rate of 3 per 
cent per annum, whereas the former 
bill taxed all incomes over $4,000 at 
the rate of 2 per cent. The new bill 
exempts incomes from municipal, coun- 
ty, state and federal securities. It also 
exempts the salaries of the various 
officers of these various governments. 

But the Bailey bill does not exempt 
incomes from land, labor or stock in 
corporations. The supreme court held 
that taxes on land were direct taxes, 
which, under the constitution, should be 
apportioned. 

Senator Bailey proposes to tax all in- 
comes at the same rate, and make no 
exception in the case of large incomes. 
Other democratic senators favor a 
graduated income tax, one that will in- 
crease in proportion to the ability of 
the citizen.to pay taxes. 

Various Classes of Income. 

There is also a disposition to distin- 
guish between various classes of in- 
come. For instance, that from a mans 
own labor and that from _ invested 
wealth. 

The bill of the senator from Texas 
does not tax the incomes of benevolent 
and charitable organizations, since they 
are not in business for the purpose otf 
making money. 

Mr. Bailey said that the tariff bill re- 
ported to the senate was in the main 
the same as that of 1894. His income 
tax amendment, he said, was the same 
as the law which had formerly been 
enacted with minor exceptions. He had 
in this amendment raised the exemp- 
tion from incomes of $4,000 to incomes 
of $5,000, and had raised the rate of 
tax from 2 to 3 per cent, which he said 
would result in a greater revenue than 
would the 2 per cent tax on $4,000 in- 
comes. 

Bailey on Supreme Court. 

“T have also,” said Mr. Bailey, “re- 
sponded to the unanimous decision of 
the supreme court of the United States 
that congress has no power to levy an 
income tax on state, county and muni- 
cipal securities, and I have specifically 
exempted incomes derived from that 
source. I regard it as unfortunate that 
they wére previously included in the 
law. I thought it plain that the court 
would, and I think it equally plain 
that the court ought to have decided 
that that part of the law was not con- 
stitutional.” 

In other respects, he said, his amend- 
ment still challenges that decision of 
the supreme court. He wag satisfied that 
his amendment was not in contravention 
of the constitution. He believed a ma- 
jority of the court erred in that decision. 

“And,” he said, “remembering that 
that decision was by a divided court and 
that it overruled the decisions of one 
hundred years, I do not think it improper 
for the American congress to consider 
the question of its reconsideration by 
the supreme court.” 

No Tax on Prosperity. 

Mr. Bailey said he did not introduce 
his amendment because he desired to 
tax prosperity, but because he preferred 
“to tax the incomes of prosperous peo- 
ple rather than to place it on the backs 
and upon the appetites of people who 
at best are doing none too well.’ 

“Can the senator advise the senate 
what amount his income tax amend- 
ment would raise?’ asked Mr. Aldrich. 

“No more,” replied Mr. Bailey, “than 
the senator ¢an tell the amount his 
tariff bill will raise.” 

Mr. Aldrich replied that he would do 
that later. 

Mr. Bailey added that his amendment 
would raise from $60,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000 annually. 

Both Genators Bacon and Clay favor 
the income tax bill in preference to an 
inheritance tax provision, and this view 
is generally shared by democratic sena- 
tors. 

Ihey consider it better to tax a man 
of moderate income during his produc- 
tive years, rather than step in when 
he dies and take from his children a 
part of the small estate he leaves for 
their protection.

That's 
the biggest wheat producing country in 
the United States, and millers there have 
just paid $1.50 for wheat, which the 
farmers had previously shipped out. 
Yhey’ve got to bring it back.” 

‘How about the 6-cent decline at Win- 
nipeg?” Mr. Patten was asked. 


Doesn’t Mean Anything. 

“It doesn’t mean anything. It’s a big 
cash market, but a small one specula- 
tively. The smaller the speculative mar- 
ket, the wider the price fluctuations.”’ 
Wiat Mr. Patten says about July wheat, 
however, is anything but acceptable to 
many influential and experienced traders. 
They point to the present domestic vis- 
ible supply, Which, at present, is report- 
ed by Bradstreet’s as 6,000,000 bushels 
in excess of the amount in sight at this 
time in 1908. But principally they. in- 
sist that the new crop will be on gale 
in Chicago in abundance. They laugh 
at the late crop talk, and deciare that 
there is and will be as much wheat in 
proportion to the population as there 
ever was. 

in talking with newspaper men today, 
Mr. Patten referred frankly to himself 
as a speculator as well as a grain mer-

WEIGHT OF BREAD LOAF 
TO BE REDUCED TO {2 OUNCES. 
Minneapolis, Minn., April 15.—The 
sustained bull market in wheat has re- 
sulted in the boosting of the price of 
flour in Minneapolis until first patents 
are now selling at from $6 to $6.20 a 
barrel, or about $2 a barrel more than 
prices that long obtained here, Some 
325 loaves can be made from a barrel 
of flour, and the bakers Say that, count- 
ing labor and other expenses, they can 
no more break even at the present cost 
of flour. They are considering an agrce- 
ment to reduce the weight of the loaf 
to twelve ounces. 


FAMINE RATES FOR BREAD 
AEE IMMINENT IN NEW YORK. 


New York, April (5.—With flour up 
40 cents a barrel in the local market, 
and the prospects apparently good for a 
further rise, New York city is now fac- 
ing the possibility of bread at 7 cents a 
loaf. What will appear to hundreds of 
thousands in the poor quarters like fam- 
ine rates for this staple of all larders, 
bids fair to be forced as a result of the 
recent rise in the price of wheat. 

The Ghetto of New York has already 
in some degree felt the effect of the 
buosancy of the Chicago wheat ‘pit. 
Six cents a loaf is the price now 
charged by some bakeries, while the 
proprietors of hundreds of others de- 
clare that they cannot continue selling 
at 6 cents much longer, with bread 
flour of the better grades costing from 
$7 to $7.20 a barrel, against $6.60 to 
$6.80 a few days ago. They add, more- 
over, that with flour permanentiy up 
to the rates recently quoted, even 6 
cents would not give them any eort of 
profit. 

The influence of the rise in wheat on 
the flour market is feared by all bakers, 
large and small, and mamy of them do 
not hesitate to predict a rising scale of 
flour prices between now and June, in 
any event. Seven-cent bread, either 
through an out-and-out advance in price 
or an equivalent shrinkage in the loaf, 
seems inevitable: 


BAKERS MUST RAISE PRICE 
OR REDUCE SIZE OF LOAF.

NEARING COMPLETION

Ocilla Southern 
Through Rich Country. 


Big Missifgsippi Lumber Con- 
cern Buys 15,000 Acres it. 
South Georgia—Will Erect 
Large Mill Near Allapaha. 


By Eegene Ray. 

Allapaha, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)— 
Some new developments at Allapaha are 
putting new life in the town. It is an 
old town of about 500. population. on 
the Albany-Waycross division of the 
Atlantic Coast Line: railroad. 


One of the several new ra@ree@s that 
are being built in south Georgia, is the 
Ocilla Southern. One thing remarkable, 
even unique, about these new railroads 
in south Georgia is. that they are not 
merely built on paper; they are being 
built in fact. Your correspondent drove 
three miles in the country and saw the 
gang at work on the Ocilla Southern. 
The road is graded the entire distance 
from Ocilla to Allapaha and the trestle 
over the swamp at the Allapaha river 
is completed. So it may be told now 
that the Ocilla Southern is going to 
Allapaha. From there it will go south 
to either Nashville or Adel, or prob- 
ably to Sparks, and then to Adel. Six 
miles of this new road, south of Ocilla, 
are completed. 

As I have said before. 
know how to get.a new rallroad. 
“Money talks,” and when the good 
people of Allapaha got together and 
put up $12,000, the Ocilla-Southern 
came their way. Now, if the town 
Adel decides that it would like for this 
new railroad to touch it, it will offer 
inducements. that will likely get it. 

New Lumber Mill. 

A Mississippi concern. krown as the 
Stuart-Powers Lumber Company. has 
bought about 15,000 acres of the swamp 
land along the Allapaha river. This 
company proposes to build a mill at 
Allapaha and saw up it: timber. The 
town is within a half a mile of the 
river, and the company will raft its 
timber down the river to its mill at 
Allapaha. Part of the company’s 
machinery has already been put, in 
place here. This means much for the 
town. The cémpany will cut all sorts 
of hard wood as well as the yellow 
pine. This Mississippi concern paid 
only $1.50 per acre for some of this 
land. The largest price paid at all! 
was only $4 per acre. 

Allapana has its bank. And it is 
said that it has the largest deposit of 
any bank in Berrien county. M. J. Mc- 
Millan, a merchant and capitalist of the 
town, is president of the bank. Mr. 
being highly esteemed, hav- 
ing been a member of the legislature, 
is a useful citizen in Aliapaha. J. F. 
Tiller, a young business man, is cash- 
ier, and in active charge of the bus- 
iness of the bank. 

Dr. George A. Paulk, of the well- 
known family of the name, is another 
of the leading citizens of Allapaha, Dr. 
Paulk is representative-elect in the 
legislature, having been elected without 
opposition, a distinction that no other 
member of the legislature of this coun- 
ty can claim. Any man who knows Dr. 
Paulk ean understand how it is that 
the people of a great county might be 
satisfied with giving him a unanimous 
vote. With Mr. Joseph Fletcher, 4 
prominent citizen and great planter, 
Dr. Pauk is doing good work for his 
town. Mr. Fletcher has one of the 
finest farms in the county. 

The Paulks and Gaskins are promi- 
nent in every branch of business in this 
section. E. D. Gaskins, of Allapaha, 
though, a young man yet, owns in this 
eection more than 5,000 acres of this 
land. Mr. Gaskins. has his turpentine 
distilleries, has a store in Allapaha and 
one in Nashville, and is also an exten- 
sive farmer. 

Much Uneultivated Land. 

These are but a few of the citizens of 
the town who will make Allapaha a 
greater Allapaha. | 

It is estimated that not ten per cent 
of the land in this territory is in cul- 
tivation on a thrip through the country 
from Allapaha to Nashville, a distance 
of 12 miles, th® traveler sees not more 
than half a dozen small farms. After 
looking at the beautiful farms of Jos- 
eph Fletcher, of the Bakers, the Gas- 
kins and others around Allapaha, he 
wonders how it is that there are so 
few of them. 

Altapaha is a beautiful place for even 
a citv: it is level and has many great 
oak trees, has good water, and on the 
authority of all its people, including 
its doctor, it may be said to be as 
healthy a town as there is in Georgia.

BRENAU AUTHORITIES 
PLAN BEAUTIFUL PARK 


Tract of 75 Acres Bought 
Directly in the Rear of 
the College. 


Gainesville, Ga., April 15.—(Special.)— 
Presidents Van Hoose and Pearce, of 
Brenav college, have just closed a trade 
for about seventy-five acres of land in 
the rear of the college. A large portion 
of this is covered with a maamificent 


forest growth, and it contains three 


| splendid mineral springs. 


It is the purpose of Presidents Van 


_ Hoose and Pearce to convert this forest 
| into a beautiful park for the use of the 
' Students of 


Brenau. During the sum- 
mer it will also be used as a camping 
ground for visitors to the chautauqua, 
the exercises of which will be held in 
the college auditorium. 

Crowning a beautiful hill. in full view 
of the Blue Ridge mountains, will also 
probably be built a hall of philosophy 
similar to that of the mother chautau- 
qua in New York. Here the vesper ser- 
vices and other outdoog features of the 
chautauqua will take place. 

The park will be laid off in beautiful 
walks and drives, winding in and out 
among the hills and dales in which it 
abounds. The mineral springs will be 
covered and made available for use, and 
in the lower section of the park a beau- 
tiful artificial lake of several acres in 
extent will be constructed. 

That portion of the land which is not 
used for park purposes will be used for 
a truck garden, and as pasturage for 
the large herd of Jersey cows that is 
already owned by the college. 

It is aleo the purpose of the purchas- 
ers of this property to erect in the very 
near future a magnificent new dormi- 
tory to accommodate about two hundred 
more students. The present dormito- 
ries are overcrowded, and in addition, 
seven or eight residences in the vicinity 
of the college are being used to accom- 
modate the faculty and students.

SOUTHERN RAILWAY | 
|  S$TOCKS WERE ACTIVE 


They Rose Buoyantly on Ru- 
mors of Sale of Additional 
Improvement Bonds. 


New York, April !6.—There was quite 
Obvious distribution of stocks going on 
today, and the selling to realize profits 
kept the tone of the market unsettled 
and irrecular, and made considerable 
inroads on prices in the general list. 
The selling was conducted with caution 
| and skill, with a view to cause as little 
effect on prices as possible and gave 
evidence in that respect. of the experi- 
enced management of the speculative 
campaign. The bear contingent made 
some efforts to push the decline in 
prices and take the market away from 
the sellers. The bear party seemed to 
be timid about extending their position. 
Owing to the impression of the powe® 
and capacity of the conductors of the 
| campaign and the fear that the letting 
| down of prices was a maneuver to in- 
duce the tbears to commit themselves 
with the purpose of forcing them_ to 
cover shorts at higher prices later. The 
unusual device of making selected 
stocks strong for sympathetic effect on 
the general list, was adopted as a sus- 
taining influence, while the realizing 
sales were going on. “The coalers, as 4 
group, were the conspicuous example, 
and especially Reading, which was kept 
very active throughout the session. The 
variety of runners circulated to account 
for the movement detracted from the 
authority of any of them. One cause 
assigned was the confidence that the 
supreme court would decide in favor of 
the railroads in the case to test the 
commodities clause of the Hepburn law. 
Another was that a plan had been per- 
fected to meet the contingency of an 
unfavorable decision by segremating the 
coal mine properties from the railroad 
corporations. By biddimg up Reading 
second preferred, suddenly and violent- 
ly, there was revived the old report of 
the intention to use the privilege to ex- 
change that stock half for first pre- 
ferred and half for common stocks. 
Another sustaining force in the mar- 
ket was the Southern railway stocks. 
These sprang into a rate of activity 
much in excess of the recent custom, 
and rose buoyantly on concentrated 
operations coming fro few houses. 
The professed reason for the movement 
was the report that the company had 
sold an additional $5,000,000 of its im- 
provement bonds to its bankers, who 
have but recently purchased $21,000,000 
of these bonds, and that the offering 
price of the bonds was being advanced 
at the same time. The rise in National 
Lead was due to a report that the di- 
rectors had it in contemplation to re- 
tire the preferred stock. The adjourn- 
ment of the directors with the announce- 
ment that no such action had been 
taken left the streneth of the stock un- 
inypaiired. The adjournment of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio directors without 
moving to advance the dividend as had 
been rumored, made that stock vulnera- 
ble to weakness. A deduction in prices 
of some grades of copper was made at 
the New York metal exchange, but 
the copper stocks fared no worse than 
the general list. Reports were current 
of some large orders being placed for 
structural steel and an aggregate of 
small orders which give promise of rais- 
ing the April total to a record. On the 
Other hand, the rumor that a cut was 
impending in the price of steel rails was 
of contrary effect on the tone of the 
steel industrials. The crop promise is 
canvassed with growing attention and 
with increasing anxiety and the back- 
wardness of the development of the 
winter wheat crop, on which the hope 
for improvement in its condition de- 
pends, adds to this feeling. Some in- 
creaseqg firmness is reported in the 
money market, but the 2% per cent rate 
yesterday for cail loans was not re- 
peated today. There was a general re- 
covery in prices in the latter part of the 
day. but the closing tone was irregular 
again.

WHEAT BEARS DOWN 
PATTEN AND HIS BULI5S 


Heavy Break in Prices and 
Day of Excitement 
at Chicago. 


Chicago, April 15.—Wheat prices 
breke from 311-8 to 43-8 per bushel on 
the Board of Trade today, following 
the establishment of new high record 
marks for the season for May and July 
deliveries. From $!.29 |-4, the price of 
May to $1.26, while at the same 
time the July option broke from $1.18 7-8 
to $1.141-2. At the close prices chow- 
ed a net loss for the day of I@! 1-8 to 
to 2 3-8@2 !-2, and oats closed easy and 
provisions weak. 

The long-expected break in wheat 
prices came today, and was the occasion 
for one of the wildest scenes ever wit- 
neased on the Board of Trade. There 
was heavy selling pressure on the Sep- 
tember delivery throughout the entire 
day, reswiting in considerable weakness 
early in the session, but which was off- 
set by the strength of May, which was 
in urgent demand by shorts. It was 
not until the final half hour, however, 
that the bears succeeded in effectually 
breaking through the defense of the 
bulls. An avalanche of selling orders 
carried prices down precipitately, de- 
clines of 1-4 to !-2c being registered 
betkeen sales on the way down. m 
$1.29 1-4, touched about the 
May option dro to $1.26. Juby, 
which earlier in the dav had establish- 
ed a new record at $1.18 7-8, declined to 
$1.14 1-2, while September sold off from 
$1,087-8 to $1.05 3-4 On the break, 
the leading bulls came to the resaue 
and bought without reservation during 
the remainder of the session. Observ- 
ers close to the Patten interests declar- 
ed that the purchases of the bul! lead- 
ers during ‘the final fifteen minutes ag- 
gregated fully 3.000,000 bushels, mostlv 
of the July delivery. Trade was of 
such enormous proportions that it was 
impossible to follow accurately, and 
hundreds of buying and selling orders 
had to he cancelled owing to the sensa- 
tional fluctuations. The efforts of the 
bull leaders to stem the recéding tide 
was unsuccessful to the extent of an ad- 
vance from the bottom of more than Ice 
'n May and Julv. but the September de- 
livery showed little rallying power. Ex- 
ciltement im the pit was still of the hich- 
est pitch when the final gong resound- 
ed for the close of business.

The corn market was strong at the 
start, because of the. continued smal re- 
ceipts, which prompted heavy purchases 
hy several leading commission houses.

Oats disnviayed more firmness early in 
the day than was manifested in corn, 
because of buying due to unfavorable 
weather for seeding in various sections 
of the country, but finally yielded to 
realizing sales by local lones.
